CHAPTER  L 


THE  EVOLUTION  OF  FORSYTH 
COUNTY. 

On  October  3 0th,  1 E (Tharies 
L of  E’.o^Iixnd,  xrave  to  Sir  lloTcrr  Heath, 
his  Attorney  General,  that  portiV>n  of 
the  American  Conrinent.  streteiiing  froin 
rlu‘  Atlantic  to  the  Faeiiio,  biitweeri  the 
decrees  of  latitude  30  and  31,  ur  from  a 
Trie  that  xvoald  pasc-  thrormh  Durbam, 
R.  almost  to  the  soutliera  booDdary 
of  Georgia,  ThU  land  was  called  Caro 
lina  in  honor  of  King  Charles,  the  por- 
tion of  the  continent  to  the  south  bear* 
iug  the  name  of  Florida^  Land  of 
Flowered' 

No  active  steps  were  taken  towards 
establisliiog  a colony  there,  and  so,  on 
Atareh v24tb,  1663,  Charles  II  gave  Car- 
ed ina  to  eight  English  Lords,-  deciding 
that  itobert  Heatlvs  title  was  forfeited 
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by  bis  neglect  of  the  province.  A little 
later  ir,  vras  uiseovereci  tliat  about  ii*irtv- 
one  miles  were  left  between  tixe  and 
the  Tirgmiii  line,  and  therefore  on  J nee 
30th,  1.605,  a soeond  Patent  .was  i^hveu 
tiie  Lords  Pruprietors  extendini^  tbeir 
boimdaries  to  36“‘  SO' " on  the  north, 
where  it  met  V irginia,  and  tu  29"  on  the 
south. 

The  first  settlements  were  naturally 
along  the  const,  travel  by  land  being 
slow  and  ddTi;:‘uli\  and  the  first  County 
to  be  establisrrc'vi  was  Clarendon,  in  the 
neieixlM.>ruo^rl  {.o  (hq-o  bear:  AJhemarlc 
Coniily  on  AltHuoarie  Sv>imd  ib: lowing 
very • short iy.

Then  the  settlement  spread  trom  Bla- 
den County  on  the  Capo  Fear,  to.  the 
Pee  Dee  or  lower  Yadkin,  and  became  a 
separate  county  In  1749,  ander  the  nan-e 
of  Anson,  who  ac  one  time  lived  . in  Car-- 
oliiKi,  and  was  raked  to  the  Peerage  for 
his  brilliant  services  in  the  tlpaiiish  war, 

* With  Aasori  Coniuy  came  the  begin- 
ning of  detirdtc  boiuniHrics,  and  Anson 
extended  from'  the dfouth  Carolina,  line 
to  Yirgiuin,  . the  line  dividing  it  from

Carolina  had  chnnyct!  hands.  Originaily 
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•‘  North  Carolina’'  was  'only  the  thirtj- 
rnile  strip  next  to  Vir^uiia  given  to  the 
Proprietors  by.  their  setronvi  Charter,  all 
tile  rest  being  ‘'‘Carolina'’'  ; then  in  coarse 
of  tiiire  settlemeDts  in  the  far  scntii-  of 
their  possessions  became  ••  South  Caro- 
linac’  and  the  term  ’‘North  Carolina' * was 
widened  until  it  covQrcd  the  territory 
from . Virginia  to  South  Carolina,  and 
from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Faciiie,  nomi- 
nally, although  in  fact  it  never  crossed 
the.  Mississippi, 

In  1710  Governors  were  appointed 
separately  for  North  and  SvMith  Carolina, 
and  in  1T19  South  Caroliiuu  tired  of  Fro- . 
prietory  iroverninent,  threw  it  off,  claim- 
ing and  receiving  the  protection  of  the 
Crown.  North  Carolina,  on  the  other 
hand,  moved  on  in  a stordr,  independ- 
enr  fashion,  her  Assembly  making  such 
laws  as  it  tfu:ugbt  best,  and  obeying  the 
f^^oprietors'  Governor  until  be  became 
nnendirrabie,  ' and-  then  ■ deposing  him, 
and  welcoming  the  next  incumbeiit. 

F'o  the  ori.irinal  ikroprietors  died,  and 
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their  heirs  tbmid  Carolina  a poor  invest^ 
ment  aiul  a troiibiesome  charge ; in  ITc^, 
theretbre,  the  holders  of  seTeii  of  the 
eight  epnai  imdivi«ied  shares  proposed  to 
sell  all  their  interest  in.  Carolina  to  tlie 
Crown,  and  the  proposition  was  accepted. 
John,  Lord  Carteret,  afterwards  Earl 
GraiiYille.  decided  to  roraiu  liis  oiie^ 
eigiitij.  of  tiie  property,  but  gave  up  all 
claim  to  the  sovereigritj,  AUliongh 
Soutii  Caroliioi  liari  thrj.ovn  otf  the  rule 
of  the  Pr!?prierors  their  landed  rights 
were  unquestioned,  aio.i  all  the  territory 
granted  by  the  Charters  of  Charles  II 
was  involved  in  the  pureiiase,  the  Crown 
paying  Edwta.)  f<>r  each  of  the  seven 
shares,  anti  an  inldith.Hoii  £o,0o0  tor 
unpaid  quit  renrs — a total  of  £22,500.

tance the  river  curved  to  the  west  and 
bac'k  again,  forming  a large  C,  In  1787 
"’all  that  part  of  the  county  of  Stokes 
lying  sourh  of  the  Yadkin  river''  was 
added  to  Snrrj,  and  when,  later,  tiu3 
southern  part  of  Surry  was  erected  into 
\ adkin  County,  this  segment,  cut  off  by 
rhe  river  from  the  counrj  to  whieh  it 
beloog'fo,  became  popularly  known  as 

Little  Yadkltid’  The  Act  of  17n7  gave

Col.  Forsyth  was  born  in  Stokes 
Cou 0 1}\  and  was  a ineuiber  ot  the  Xorth 
Carolina  Legisiatvire  in  i S07~S.  He  was 
appointed  a lieutenant  of  inftintry  from 
Xortli  Carolina,  and  became  a captain  of 
riiiemeh  in  ISoS.  During  the*  war  of 
1012,  he  couimanded  in  the  successful 
assault  on  Haiianoi|ue,  Upper  Canada, 
and  won  lus  rank  as  lieutenant-colonel  at 
the  capture  of  the  British  Guard  at 
Elizabethtown.  He  also  distiiiguished 
himself  at  the  capture  of  Fort  George, 
and  at  the  attack  on  York.  He  was 
killed  in  battle  with  a superior  force  of 
Jiritisu  and  Indians, ' near  . Old  town,'  K . 
Y^Pod.  June  2Sth.  1S14.

There  is  a disefepancy  of  six  rdiles  'in 
the  distance  of  the  Slirrv  line  frooi'Eari 
(franviije  Y line,  as  given  by  the'  Ao:s  of 
ITTo  and  1773,  whieji  is  due  either  lO  a 
use  of  statute  miles  in  tlie  one  instanee 
and  ceograpliieal  miles  in  the  other,  or 
to  an  inaeenracv  in  the  survey.  The 
line  itself  was  changed  only  at  the  bound- 
ary of  Dobbs  Parish,  where  it  took  rhe 
many ‘-angled  course  which  still  marks 
the  southern  limit  of  Forsyth  Counrv. 


CHAPTER  III. 


WACHOVIA  AVD  THE  REVOLUTIOA- 
ARi:  WAR. 

In  1775.  Frederick'  Willmm  ilarsliali 
went  to  Europe,  to  att'end  a General 
Synod  of  the  Church,  held  at  Barby, 
Saxony,  and  uras  detained  abroad  for 
four  years,  on  account  of  the  Eevolii- 
tionary  War,  which  broke  out  in  1776. 

hue  folio  win  Of  years  were  very  trying 
tor  tlie  .Brethren^  who,  bereft  of  the 
counsels  of  their  able  leader,  were  at  a 
loss  how  to  eoiiduct  themseires  in  the 
changing  conditions  of  the  time.  Before 
his  departure,  already,  the  trouble  had 
begun,  f >r  as  they  reiased  to  espouse  the 
cause  ■ either  of  Regulator  or  of  royal 
Gi>vernor,  both  parties  regarded  them 
with  ■saspiciou,  aiKl  they  were  several

Aii  the  brethren,  ihereibre,  wiio  had 
not  Yet  taken  ihe  Test  Oath,  now  sok 
eii;niy  oj]U‘7ned  tiieir  t‘ea*lty  to  the  United 
incites,  and  tiieir  rrcuhle,  was  settled  tor 
■d.  time,  hi  the  Fall  ot  the  year  Fred-* 
eiUd:  'Wdlliam  TIarshaU  I'etiirned  from 
Jiiirope,  and  \vas  tbilowod  in  the  Spring 
•d‘  ITSO  h}'  Bisltop  J.  F.  ileicliel,  wdio 
w;me  as  the  represeiitati ve  of  the  Gen> 
era]  Ihnir*]  of  i!ie  Ihuras  Framun,  and, 
under  the  direction  of  these  tveo, ' the 
ihetiiren  fell  into  Irarmonj  with  the  nevr 
order  of  thltigs  in  their  adopted  country. 

In  February,  ITSL  tlie  Britisli  Army, 
under  Lord  Corn wal iis,  traversed  the 
county,  camping  near  Bethabara  and 
passing  tiirougli  Salem,  but  committing 
-erioim  depredations. 

A more  welcome  guest  came  ten  years 
later,  when  George  Washington,  the  first 
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President  of  the  X’nited'  States,  spent  a 
dav  in  . Salem  on  his  u an  to  visit  (tov. 
Martin.  He  passed  the  time  inspeetirv^ 
the  various  establislirnents  of  the  Breth- 
rene  visited  the  .Brothers'  and  Sisters’ 
Houses,  and  was  espeeially  pleased  with 
the  Water- works.  In  the  evehine:  " six 
Brethren  dined  with  him,  and  at  ni;V-ht- 
the  President,  his  Secretarv,  and  .Gov. 
.Marti:n  of  iNortb  Carolina^  wJio  iool 
to  meet  him,  attended  the  singiri^’  o’seet* 
ing  to  their  oTeat  ediiicution/' 

In  Xoveinber,  ITSl,  sixtv-three  mem- 
bers of  the  Assembly,  with  Governor 
Alexander  ■ ilartin,  xnet  in  Salem,  out 
failed  to  hold  their  session  through  lack’ 
of  a quorum.  The  visit  ".vas  repeated  in 
Januarj,  17S2,  and  was  of  much  value 
to  the  Brethren,  as  th rough  its  represeio 
tatives  the  State  learned  to  know  and 
better  understand  tiieir  real  intentions, 
and  the  more  readily  decided  in  their 
favor  the  disputed  title  ro  the  Wachovia 
Tract.  -■ 

Althpjiirh  the  Drctlireii  had  been  nnmo- 
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iested  since  taking'  the  Afiirmation  of 
Ailegian-ce  to  the  American  Government, 
many  persons  contended  that  Irh'ederick 
AVdUiam  Marsliali  had  no  iega!  right  to 
the  title,  since  rhrougli  the  Confiscation 
Act  James  Hntton,  an  alien,  bad  lost  all 
claim  to  it  hefore  going  through  the  form 

of  transterring  it  to  Marshall.  But  when 

% 

tliO  deeds  were  first  made  to  Hutton, 
Count  Zinzendorf  had  insisted  upon  the 
insertion  of  the  clause  •min  trust  for  the 
Ihiitas  FratrnmA  and  while  the  nominal 
owner  had  not  been  a citizen  of  Carolina 
when  he  transferred  the  title,  those  few 
wdiou'!  he  'held  the  land  “in  trust’'  had 
been  resident  in  the  State  for  many  years, 
and  could  not  justly  be  dispossessed. 
The  Legislature,  therefore,  relinquishing 
any  claim  it  might  have  had,  passed  an 
xket  on  April  loth,  1782,  To  vest  in 
Frederick  AVilliam  Marshall,  Esquire,  of 
Salem,  in  Surry  County,  all  the  lands  of 
the  Cnitas  Fratrnm,  in  this  state,  for  the 
use  of  the  United  Brethren.'’ 


CHAPTER  IV. 


THE  TITLE  TO  WACHOVIA.

The  ‘Oletealf  Lands'i  coosisied  of 
between  eleven  and  twelve  tiionc-and 
acres,  granted  by  Ifarl  Granville  to  Win, 
Cluirton,  Ills  surveyor-general,  on 
5th,  1762,  and  surveyed  in  twenty  r*  r-ns 
by  CiiUTton  himself,  Jacob  Lash  ot‘  Wa- 
chovia, and  Thos*  (niiid  of  Suffolk,  Ta. 

On  April  20th,  1764,  Wm.  Churion 
sold  these  tracts  to  Charles  Aletcalf,  tiie 
deed  inenrioning  20  £ consideration, 
Charles  MetealL  in  turn,  sold  lots  IS,  10 
and  20  to  his  sister  Maiy,  Febriiary  6, 
1772,  Glias.  dfetealf  sent  a Power  of 
Attorney  to  F.  W.  Marsliall  to  sell  his 
land,  and  on  Jan.  14,  1773,  'Alary  dlet- 
eaif  of  Chelsea  in  the  county  of  Middle-

The  2tu  oletcalf  tracts  were  rc:>t 
together  like  tiie  Wachovia  Tract,  but 
were  scattered  aioog  the  waiter- eoiirses  in 
what  were-  then  .Rawaii  and  Oraiu^--- 
Counties.  Several  torined  the  Blanket 
Borrinn  tract,  on  the  creek  of  that  name; 
others  were  on  the  branches  of  AbbortT 
Creek*  Muddv  Creek,  ere.,  and  still 
otliers  in  what  are  now  Person  and  Cas- 
well Conn  ties.

vllle  was  ineoi'porated,  and  Joseph  Arm-

.Fried b.erg,  on  the  lower  edge  of  the 
iomiity,  had  a simUa'r  small  beginfrir-g. 
In  August,  1754-,  Adam  Fpacli,  a miti ve 
of  idatlenheitii,  • Aisace,  • ccttied ' about 
t.hree  nules  •.sou th  of  the  Wachovia  line. 
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He  speedily  made  the  aeqnaiiTtaRce  of 
the  Moravians,  taking  ref  age  at  Betha- 
bara  during  the  Indian  War,  and  after 
wards  urging  the  Brethren  to  come  and 
hold  services  at  his  home.  This  was 
done,  at  intervals,  until  J 766,  and  mean- 
while several  families  . from  Pennsyl- 
vania had  settled  in  the  neighborhood. 

Then  the  church  authorities  at  Salem 
set  apart  some  64  acres  near  the  soutdieni 
boundary  of  Wachovia  tor  the  use  of  the 
new  congregation,  adding  to  them  77 
acres,  across  the  line,  bought  from  Adam 
Spach.  Part  of  the  77  acres  was  after- 
ward^ sold  or  exdianged,  but  the  Fried- 
b^wg  Cbureh  Land  is  still  divided  by  the 
county  line.  ' 

In  1TT3,  about  SI  acres  in  the  neigh- 
borhood were  purchased  for  the  purpose 
of  building  a schoofhouse  thereon;  this 
tract- was  resold  at  a later  time. 

The  first  meeting-house  of  the  Fried- 
berg  Congregation  "was  consecrated  on 
March  .1  p.hp  1769  ■;  Kevo  L.  G.  Baciioif 
becoming  their  first  rc^ldenr  juinister  on' 
4 
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February  18th.  1770.  In  January,  I77-. 
‘‘  the  Friedberg  Cungregution  of  the 
Fnitas  Fratriim''  was  tbnnaily  estab- 
lished: and. on  February  10th,  i7>d,  the 
eorner-stuiio  vvas  laid  for  a lariior 
which  was  ouu  sec  rated  May  18  no 
and  served  until  led 7.  when  the  present 
church  was  built. 

The  settlentenr.  ar  r ^iediand.  near  the 
eut-toru  Hue  ot  rhe  \VaciiO^:ia  sur^'t'y.  was 
began  in  a differon-  tnaiinor.

As  they  did  not  wish  to  remain 
in  Salem.  i.Soo  inmes  of  the  h nUy's  land 
were  suid  to  theiu.  the  Aclnuidstration 
reserving  eO  acres  in  tire  center  of  the 
trnet  lor  a clinreh  and  sehooldmnse.

Scvoral  settiers  in 
that  quarter  had  enjoyed  tiie  protection 
‘..‘f.t.ho  Datch  .Fort''  during  the  Indian 
ar.  and  had  .afterward  joined  the  con- 
gregation  at  Fried herir but  that  was 
■purelv  heviiiiu\.  and  they  desired  . an 
< y F-  h h — po a :<  i i\  g c \ i n r '* 1 1 u i t i i e- i r o w i ,i , 
Meerhnc:-  !ia  1 been  held  for  them. as  ourhv 
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.as  1758;  and  in  1775 — several  • English 
families  Ironi  Carrol's  Manor^  ixarviand, 
and  elsewhere,  having  located  in  thet 
section  of  Wachovia* — a chnrch  vras 
begun,  which  was  consecrated  hlaren 
2Sth,  1780 : and  .Rev.  John  Christian' 
Fritz  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  little 
company  which  ;was,  on  the  28di  of  Au- 
gust, fully  constituted  a eoagregation  of 
the  Brethren's  Church.  The  burial 
ground  was  laid  out  during  the  ^-ame 
year. 


CHAPTER  Tf, 


THE  COUET  HOUSE  TRACT. 

In  Jannarv,  1S49,  as  has  been  already 
stated,  the  Legislature  of  Xorth  Caro- 
Una  divided  the  OountT  of  Stokes  into 
two  parts.  Stakes  and  Forsyth,  and 
appointed  li  ve  Coimnissi^^ners  for  each  of 
tiiO  counties.  T:ie  first  duty  of  these 
Commissioners  was  to  select,  and  pur- 
chase the  site  for  tlie  Court  Ho  use  and 
other  public  buiidings.  This  created  a 
great  deal  of  discussionpfor  as  Salem  lay 
almost  in  the  ceiiter  of  Forsyth,  it 
seemed  necessary  to  choose  land  in  that 
iieiirhborhood  for  the  county  town. 

The  Commissioners  applied  to  the 
A'ifseher  Colleyiinn  of  the  Salem  Con- 
gregaiion  for,  some  31  acres  cTland,  nortli 
of  the  town,  hut  they  refused  to.  decide 
So  weigirty  a question,  and  reforred  the 
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matter  to  the  Gemehimtk,  or  Coiisrreira- 
tion  Couneii.  Then  the  debate  waxed 
warm.  A new  town  would  sprine:  tip, 
new  settlers  would  come  in,  their  views 
would  conflict  with  those  of  the  Ereth- 
ren,  Moravian  rules  and  w'a,js  would  bv3 
disturbed,  perhaps  destroyed- — so  said 
the  conservative*  eleiiient,  and  v'^ished  to 
keep  the  Court  House  as  far  away  as 
possible:  while  the  progressive  partv 
thought  the  neiv  settlers  would  give  new 
life  to  the  commiinitT,  and  that,  if  the 
new  town  was  broiiglit  near  Salem,  the 
disturbing  features  would  adjust  tlieni- 
selves. 

The  Congregation  Council,  held  Feb- 
ruary 5th,  1S49,  agreed  to  sell  31  acres 
to  the  Commissioners,  the  southern  line  to 
come  no  nearer  Saiein  than  the  nortiierii 
side  of  the  lot  held  under  lease  by  Mr, 
Thos.  J.  Milsoa  [now  the  Hanes  Hmiisel. 
In  March,  further  conditions  were  made 
that  the  Court  Ilotise  should  be  in  the 
centre  of  . the  tract,  and  the  new  streets 
should  be  continuations  of  those  in 
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Salem ; and  the  price  was  fixed  at  $5.00 
an  acre,  the  same  aruoiint  that  the  Ad- 
nunist rater  was  getting  for  laud  sold  iu 
the  vicinity.  The  Congregation  Council 
met  again  on  the  10th  of  April,  and  by  a 
vote  of  50  to  0 authorized  the  A '^tfseher 
Collegrn'm  to  sell  50  or  51  acres  to, the 
Commissioners,  the  lioe.to  be  moved  far- 
ther sovuii  fto  the  present  line],  and 
therefore  nearer  Salem. 

The  Commissioners  were  requested  to 
build  the  Court  House  on  a kneii  a little 
north  of  Mr.  dVilsoirs,  and  agreed  to  do 
so,  and  the  plan  for  the  future  town  was 
decided  upon.  The. minority  then  with- 
drew their  olajections,  and  the  vote  of 
tiie  Cmiucil  was  made  iinuniinons.  On 
tile  Idth  of  May,  ISTO,  diaries  F.  Ki age. 
Proprietor  and  Administrator,  gave  a 
deed  for  old  acres  of  Salem  Land  to  the 
Commissioners  of  Forsyth  County, 

The  deed  lo  the  laud  for  the  Forsyth 
Court  Ho  lire  read  as  follows: 

Wiiftreas  the  General  Assembly'  of  N,  0. 
did  at  Its  last  Bessioo  i)ass  an  act  to  di  vide  the 
Oiimry  of  Stoke*^  into  two  distinct  CouuticS, 
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and  another  .snpplemt'Btal  thereto,  and  in  said 
Act  appoint  5 Commissioners  to  select  a site 
for  the  ereetion  of  the  piiiiiie  buildings  of  Fo.r~ 
sythe  Co.  [purchase  lain.1  for  the  pnrpose,  lay 
olf  and  Soil  town  tots  and  so  forth*  and  whereas 
said  Coiumissioaers  have  applied  to  me  Charles. 
F.  Kluge  of  the  Coanrv  oi  Forsythe  and  State 
of  In.  C.  for  a tract  of  land  adjoining  the  town 
of  Salem,  on  which  to  erect  - said  buildings,  I 
have  agreed  to  sell  to  them,  or  as  the  said  Act 
requires  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Oonocy  Court, 
the  desired  tract  of  laud  on  the  following  coa- 
ditious : to  wit  : that  said  Chairman  as  soon 
as  required  to  do  so  by  the  parties  interested 
do  Tdake  a deed  in  fee  to  tlie  School  Commit- 
tee  of  the  district  including  the  town  of  Salem, 
for  the  lot  on  Nvhich  tiie  public  schooib(:}Use 
now  stands  and  marked  Iso.  1 on  the  appended 
plot,  which  lot  is  to  be  used  a,s  a public  school 
lot , and  further  do  make  a deed  in  fee  simple 
to  Thos.  J.  Yvdlson  fv>r  the  lot  cn  'wincli  he 
now  lives,  lieing  lot  Fo.  45  on  the  appended 
plot,  said  Wilson  p>aying  a reasor  able  and 
moderate  price  for  tire  same,  which  is  .to  be 
paid  one  half  to  said  Chairmaa  and  one  half 
to  me  Charles  F.  Kluge.  Therefore 
/'  This  Imleiitiire  witnesseth  that  I ^.?liarles 
F.  Kluge  of  said  County  and  State  have  bar- 
;taiiu?d  and  sold,  Hud  by  these  presents  do  bar- 
gain and  sell  in  consideratl^m  of  the  aJcu'e 
agreement  and  further  •! u • cons i« leration  of  the 
Sum  of  Two  hundred  ami,  lifty-six  and  one 
ti.uarter  Dollars  secured  to  me  this  day  by  a 
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bond  given  by  Fi\  Fries  Chairman  of  the 
County  Court  of  Forsythe  Co.  unto  said  Fran- 
cis Fries  Chairman  as  aforesaid  and  bis  suc- 
cessors forever,  all  that  tract  or  parcel  of  land 
situate  lying  and  being  in  the  Co.  of  Forsythe 
State  of  y.  C.  and.  adjoiniiiir  the  tov^n  of  Sa- 
lem or  rather  being  a part  thereof.  Beginning 
at  a Stake  rhe  Sourh  East  Corner. of  said  tract* 
rumiing  Xorth  10'  West  41  poles  and  ,21  licks 
to  a Stake,  thence  Xorth  West  110  poles 
and  0 links  to  a Stone,  thence  South 81 1'^  kFest 
14  poles  and  20  links  to  a Srone,  thence  ICortli 
84^  West  28  poles  and  10  iiiik.^  to  a Stake  in  the 
Salem  toun  line,  thence  along  said  line  South 
88-  West  o4  poles  and  5 links  to  a Stake  in  V. 
Zevely's  line,  thence  South  81^  East  144  poles 
and  20  links  to  a Stake,  South  10^  East  41  poles 
and  21  links  to  a Stake,  thence  Xorth  SO'^  East 
47  poles  and  4 links  to  the  Beginning.  Con- 
t ai  n i.  a g 514  ac  res,  mo  re  or  less . 

To  have  and  to  hold  unto  the  said  Franck 
F'ries  Chairman  as  aforesaid  and  bis  Succes- 
sors for  the  purpvoses  herein  before  stated  and 
as  set  forth  in  the  Act  of  the  General  Assem- 
b!y  as  lirst  above  aieiitioned. 

And  1 do  further  promise  forever  to  war- 
rent  and  defend  the  title  of  tlie  above  tract  of 
land  unto  the  said  F.  Fries  Cliair mail  as  afore- 
said and  Ills  Successors  against  the  Claim. or 
Claims  of  ail  and  every  other  person  or  per- 
sons wluitsocvver.

A!thoiig*h  the  deed  to  the  For.^vtli 
Coriimissioners  was  made  bj  Charles  F. 
Kluge,  the  Administrator  of  the  Unity, 
the  land  was  realty  owned  by  the  Salem 
Congregation.  In  1771  Salem  Congre- 
gation Diacony^  or  that  financial  Insti- 
tatiom  from  the  proceeds  of  whidi  the 
congregation  at  Salem  was  to  he  niaiiG 
tained  as  a Moravhm  eoiutregatiun.  was 
estal)lic?hed.  The  Diaeonj  assumed  ail 
the  liabilities  inenrreri  in  the  erection  of 
buildings  in  Salem,  and  a tract  of  land 
origdnally  containing  B;lo9  Acres  was 
granted  to  it,  under  lease,  for  a fixed 
annual  rent.”  At  first  tins  annual  rent 
was  £69:5:5,  equal  to  i?335.26,  about 
llHc  per  acre,  but  some  of  the  laml  was 
sold,  and  tb.e  annual  rent  decreased,  and 
in  the  Salem  Diacony  held  2.fS5 

acres,  paying  Sld3.77U  or  about  6c.  per 
acre. 
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In  1526  this  lease  was  determined,  and 
the  tract  was  sold  to  the  Salem  Congre- 
gation Diacony  for  S2,795.62t5  or  Sl.l2§ 
per  acre.  This  amount  was  paid  olf 
gradnallj,  the  last  payment  heing  made 
in  April,  ISdO,  hy  part  of  the  purchase 
money  of  the  Court  House  Tract.  Hut 
the  title  could  not  be,  transferred  to  the 
Salem  Diacony  because  that  was  not  a 
corporate  body,  and  one  condition  of  the 
sale  was  that  **  the  legal  title  was  to 
remain  in  the  Proprietor/^  Therefore 
the  deed  to  the  Court  House  Tract  was 
giceu  by  Oh  as,  F.  Kluge,  then  Proprietor 
of  fvTaelio via  as  well  as  Administrator. 

In  the  course  of  time  it  became  evi- 
dent that  tiie  lease  system — under  which 
no  one  could  own^  and  only  members  of 
the  Moravian  Church  could  lease  houses 
in  Salem— was  no  longer  advantageous  ; 
and  as  the  purchase  of  the  ^^Salem  Land’** 
had  made  it  no  longer  a necessity,  the 
Congregation  Conncii  of  November  ITth, 
1850,  abolished  it  as  the  unvurying  rule, 
altliough  members  who  desired  might 
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cootiruie  to  iiold  their  property  in  that 
manner. 

In  January,  1S7J,  the  General  As.sem- 
bly  of  Nortli  Carolina  enacted— 

That  the  members  of  the  Ooog:regatipn  of 
United  Brethren.,. commonly  called  Moravians,, 
of  the  town  of  Salem  and  its  vicinity,  be,  and 
the  same  are  liereby  created  and  ereeted  mto 
one  body  politic  and  corporate  in  deed  and  iu 
1 a w , b y the  na  m e , s r y 1 e a u d titi e o f " T7ie.  Co n ~ 
gregailon  of  United  Brethren  of  Salem  and 
Us  oicinitj/ 

and  on  July  10th,  ISTI,  Ernil  A.  de 
Schweinitz,  then  Proprietor,  tFcinierred 
to  it  the  lee  simple  title  to  the  remain- 
in  ir  Salem  Land,  the  Ciiiirch  and  Acad- 
emy property  alone  excepted. 

The  rest  of  the  Moravian  lands  in 
North  Carolina  remained  in  the  hands 
of  the  Unity  for  several  years  more;  In 
1771  the  Wachovia  Sustentation  Diacony 
was  established.  While  the  Salem  Con- 
gregation Liacooj  concerned  itself  with 
the  affairs  of  the  Salem  Congreitation, 
this  Diacony  cared  for  the  ti nances  tor 
the  general  work  of  the  Church  in  the 
Sonthern . Province.  Daring  the  sue- 
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eeeding  yea.TS  the  proceeds  from  the  store 
at  Betimbara,  and  several  trades  carried 
on  tliere,  furnished  re veiiiie  enough  : but 
as  e:^peiises  jncreasedbeven  with  the  aid 
of  contributions  from  various  soiirees,  the 
Wachovia  Sustentation  Diaeonv  ' found 
dioicuity  in  raising  the  necessary  funds, 
and  finally  became  deeply  indebted  to 
the  Administrator  in  Wachovia.  This 
debt  was  canceled  by  retiirniTig  to  the 
Luiitj  certain  lands  which  had  been  set 
apart  for  this  Diaeony. 

The  General  Synod,  which  met  in 
Herrnhut^  Germany,  in  1S57,  decided  to 
divide  among  the  Provinces  certain  fa  rids 
then  indiand,  and  the  share  of  tlie  Soatlu 
ern  Province  put  the  Wachovia  Sasreii- 
tation  Diaeony  on  a eomibrtable  footing 
again.  The  business  of  the  "Wachovia 
Sustentation  Diaeony  was  in  the  hands 
of  The  Board  of  Provincial  Elders  of 
the  Soidhern  Province  of  the  Moravia-yi 
Church  or  Pnltas  Fratrnmp  in  Jan- 
uary,. IS  7 7,  this  Board  was  incorporated. 

In  December,  J.ST’T,  the  Provincial 
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Elders'  Conference  purchased  from  the 
Unity  all  the  iand  in  the  Southern  Prov- 
ince still  belonging  to  the  e:eiiera]  Beard 
of  the  Uiiitas  Pratnmp  paying  tor  it  the 
sum  oi  843,472.57.  aboui  812.000  cash 
doTViK  and  the  lesi  in  annual  instalments, 
the  last  payment  being  made  in  dsovem- 
ber.  1^80.  The  deed  tVom  the  Unity  to 
the  Provincial  tlders'  Conference  was 
made  December  1st,  1677. 

The  plan  for  the  new  Court  , House 
Town,  as  suggested  by  the  Commission- 
ers and  a.p])  roved  by  t he  Salem  C eng  re- 
gatio.ri  Counci L consisted  of  71  lots, 
exclusive  of  the  Court  House  S-' pi  are. 
These  w'ere  inc! tided  bertreen  ^^  hat  are 
now  known  as  Church  Street  and  Tiaide 
Street  (which  then  began  at  the  Salem 
line)  as  far  north  as  Sixth  Street,  and 
between  jLain  and  Trade  Streets  to  Sev- 
enth Street, 

'Of  these  lots,  as  already  stated,  Mr. 
’limw.  d.  Wilson  Indd.  Xo:  45  under,  imise 
iV.opa  the  Salem  C*>ru»‘regation.,  and  Xi.>.  I 
was  reserved  rVw  the  Public  School:  the 
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rest  were  sold  at  anctioD,  the  first  sale 
beiii;r  held  j^Iay  Idtli,  ’The  teriiis 

offered  were:  A credit  rff  one  and  two, 

years,  tiie  purchaser  securiiie:  the  amount 
of  his  bid  by  an  approved  bond,  and  title 
in  fee  simple  to  be  made  as  soon  as  the 
purchase  money  shall  have  been  paldd' 
The  iirst  purchaser  was  Kolmrt  iTrar, 
who  boiii^ht  Lot  Xo.  dl  (the  hrach avia 
X’ational  Bank  corner)  for  ^dbo.UO.  . Tliis 
was  ihe  hie^hest  price  paid,  the  sums 
ranging  from  thus  to  84:6.00  for  the  lot 
next  the  School  House.  All  the  lots 
suiirh  sff  Fointli  Street,  :i7id  live  above.it, 
were  sold  at  this  t!;ne,  aui.l  aggregated 
86,712.25. 

June  22d.  IS49,  a second  sale  was 
made,  and  the  remaining  lots  were  sold 
at  , pr.Lces  from  835.00  to  8-1  TO. 00,  live 
lots  being  reserved  for  the  jail  and  other 
purposes,  so  • that  with  one  or  two  addi- 
tional transactions  the  total  receipts 
froin.w.he  S'a:le  of  the  lots  were  8'‘^.‘‘:^33.5o, 

On  June  2t.n!u  1849,  the  Uouaty  Court 
ra>prrcpri:ited  .JrbhHiinrM'.)  to  the  buildi.iig 
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of  a Court  House  and  JaiL  In  Septem- 
ber they  ordered  **  that  Tlioa.  J.  Wilson.' 
and  C.  L.  llanner  be  appointed  Conimis- 
sioners  to  have  the  streets  on  the  site  of 
the  new  Court  House  cleaned  oiu  on  the 
best  terms  they  can,  and  to.  make  such 
contraetri  and  regulations  for  tiie  same 
as  they  inaj  deem  to  the  best  interest  of 
Forsyth  Co. fo  and  in  December  Darius 
H.  Starbiick  was  added  to  the  Couiiiiit- 
tee.  At  the  latter  term  ■ there  were 
opened  as  Public  Highways  **  one  • road 
to  lead  from  the  location  of  the  (.Vmrt; 
House,  west,  to  intersect  the  Shaliowlord 
road  at  the  top  of  Atwood's  Hiil.  nut  far 
from  the  corner  of  Wm.  Fries'  iieidc’ 
and  one  other  road  from  the.  said  loca- 
tion of  the  Court  House  to  intersect,  the 
Beiew’s  Creek  road  in  a South-east  direc^ 
tioii  from  said"  locatimic ' It  was  like- 
wise ordered  ‘Aliat  t-lie  new  Main  and 
Cross  streets  lately  laid  out  at  the  .loca- 
tion of  the  Court'  House  in  Salem,  be 
viewed  and ' made..  Pub  He  Highways 
according  to.  lawd‘  ^ 
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On  March  18th5  1S50.  tl>e  Commis- 
sioners appointed  bv  the  Legislature  were 
authorized  to  ^'  proceed  to  take  into  their 
possession  the  bonds  and  debts  due  or 
hereafter  to  become  due  for  the  lots^  and 
pay  orer  the  proceeds  to  those  with 
whom  they  may  have  contracted  in  the 
erection  of  the.Public^ Bniidings  and  for 
other  necessary  expenses/' 

In  September  Thos,  J.  Wilson  and  rh 
L.  Gorrel  were  appointed  Commissioners 
**  to  have  a suitable  enclosure  put  around 
the  Corut  House,  dOO  feet  square,  and 
to  have  the  trees  in  said  Square  trimmed 
and  topped.' ■ The  fence  was  to  be  made 
""  of  good  sawed  white  or  post  Oak  posts 
and  plank  4 or  5 inelies  wide^  to  be 
dressed  and  nailed  to  the  posts  and 
painted,  provided  the  Committee  think 
that  they  can  have  the  work  done  at  a 
moderate  price.’’ 

In  September,  1849,  it  was  ordered  by 
the  Court  that  F.  C.  Meiniiiig,  Michael 
Hauser  and  Matthew  Crews, ./who  had 
been  Wardens  of.  the  Poor  for  Forsytli 
.County  while  it  was  still  a part  of  Stokes, 
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should  eoTuiiuie  to  act  in  riiat  capacity, 
and  should  a-sociute  with  themseive:-  as 
many  other,--  as  the  law  reoiiired^  to  hold 
office  until  the  regular  eleetiondn  March. 
In  December.  F.  C.  oleinurio:,  C,  L.  Ihii.- 
ner  and  Michael  llau>m*  were  appointed 
a Committee  to  select  a site  for  a PiU>r 
House,  and  in  31  arch,  ls50,  they  wtcw 
empowered  to  buy  land  and  proceed  \cirh 
the  buildinc. 

The  tract  selected  eoDtuined  about 
acres,  lyinp;  *•  on  Waters  of  Brushy  Fork, 
3[iddle  Fork  of  kludJ}'  Creek,  and  >mi 
both  sides  of  the  road  lead  in  sr  to  Germ  an - 
txuiD  ami  was  about  three  and  a iodf 
miles  northeast  of  the  Court  House,  f) n 
May  1st.  ISoO,  it  was  boimht  tor  8d7o.ori 
from  Chas,  F.  Kluge,  the  Administrator 
of  tiie  Unity  in  Wachovia;  the  deed  was 
probated  in  1852  at  the  Marcfi  term  of 
Court.  Ln  order  to  obtain  funds  tor 
buTiDcrthe  land  and  Kr  necessary  buiid- 
irm‘s  the  Court,  in  dune,  1S50,  :iiit!o:w- 
ized  the  <k>uimi ttee  to  iwwrow  8L0ooa.'  o 
which  the  County  of  Forsyth  pledged 
itself  to  repay. 
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AAMING  THE  CO  EXT  Y TOWX. 

U[)  to  this  time  the; new  ('onnij  Town, 
had  possessed  no  separate  name,  and 
there  was  much  diiierenee  oh  opinion  as 
to  what  it  should  be.  In  tire  Court  of 
Pleas  an;l  Quarter  Se--ions,  on  June 
ITrlu  1S5M,  an  attempt  was  made  to  have 
it  -ottled  hv  a vote  of  the  people,  and 
the  motion  is  recorded'  in  fall  in  the  Mia- 
ntes.  inilows  : 

“ Whereas  in,  the  ?=ap|)leuiental  act  of  the 
last  General  Asseuibly  rhe  County  of 

Stokes  there  was  no  name  giveix  nor  any  way 
point e<t  out  by  which  a liaiim  shioiild  be  given 
the  County  Seat  of  Fors30h  Comity:  And 

whereas  the  (.'Commissioners  of  said  County 
having  located  the  County.  Seat  and  PabHc 
Buildings  imiiiediately  adjoining  the  Town  of 
Salem  land  some  of  its  citi/eus  having  since 
built  TO  an  adjoining  lot  of  the  Court  Kouse 
Tract)  it  wa,s  be.Iieved  by  the  Committee,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  that  it  was  urmeeessary  to. 
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give  the  Goiinty  Seat  of  Forsyth  Comity  any 
other  liaine  thai).  and  so  sold  the  lots 

and  have  made  deeds  under  that  name: 

‘‘  And  ivliereas  of  late  it  appears  that  the 
name  of  Salem  for  the  County  Seat  of  Forsyth 
has  given  a good  deal  of  dissatisfactioo  to  the 
people  in  some  portions  of  the  County,  and  as 
the  Courts  of  saiii  County  will  be,  in  a few 
months,  held  at  the  nev  Court  House,  it  is 
necessary  that  the  said  Court  House  should 
have  a permanent  name  to  wliicii  process 
slio aid  be  returned  : 

And  wliereas  this  Court  believing  that  as 
no  provision  has  been  made  by  the  Legisja- 
tiire  for  a name,  and  also  believing  that  a 
majority  of  the  people  may  legaJly  and  prop*- 
erly  give  the  name  : It  is  therefore  ordered  by 
the  Court  that  tile  Sheriff  of  Forsyth  County 
hold  an  election  in  said  County  on  the  first  day 
of  August  next  for  that  purpose,  and  that  the 
Judges  of  the  Sheriff fs  election  m^eive  the 
votes  for  the  name,  and  that  the  name  receiv- 
ing the  greatest  number  of  votes  be  declared 
the  name  of  the  Court  House  of  Forsy  th 
County.-’ 

But  toe  motion  to  name  the  new 
Court  House  Town  bj  a popular  vote 
having  been  lost,  tbe  matter  rested  until 
the  following:  session  of  the  Legislature, 
when  CoL  Henry  Marsiiail,  from  near 
Salem  ChapeL  introdueed  a Bill,  and  an 
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t Act  was  passen,  £r.ivlng  a uame  to  the 

county  town  of  Forsyth  county,  and  ibr 
i . other  purposes/'  This  Act,  w'hicli  was 

ratified  January  lotln  lSe51,  read  thus  :

I The  name  appears  for  the  first  time  in 

t)ie  Comity  Records  on  March  17th,  1S51, 
wiien  Court  tvas  **  opened  and  held  at 
the  Court  House  in  the  town  of  Wins- 
tond' 

Winston  wms  named  in  honor  of  Major' 
Joseph  ATinston,  a prominent  Fforth 
Carolinian  duringr  Revolutionary  days. 
He  'Was  of  English  ancestry,  and  was 
; born  in  Louisa  Co.rVa.,  June  17th,  17T6. 

- Having  received  a fair  education,  he,  at 

the  age  of  seventeen,  joined  a company 
^ of  rangers,  and  had  several  encounters 

with  liostiie  Indians,  In  one  of  these, 
the  rangers  foU  into  an  and)useade  and 
■;  were  completely  routed.  Winston  was 

I ■ 
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twice  woiindedvbnt  made  his  escape,  ai>d 
was  carried  nn  a comrade's  back  for  three 
days,  until  they  reached  a tVontier  cabin, 
in  1766  he  moved  t«)  burry  Co.,  X.  Ch, 
and  sertled  near  Gertnanron.  In  17  75 
he  was  a rneiiiber  of  the  Hillsboro  Coo- 
veiiti-n.  and  was  made  2d  Major  of  the 
Surrv  County  .Militia,  The  next-  rear 
ho  became  ra?ic*er  ox  Surry  County,  and 
1st  bCijor  of  hlilitia,  and  served  agaiimt 
the  Scotch  Tories  and  rlie  Cherokees.  In 
1 777  he  was  a member  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, and,  witli  'Wa.igiistil I AN'ory,  Wm. 
Harper  and  Robert  Lanier,  was  com  mis- 
sioned by  Gov.  Casweil  to  treat  with  the. 
Indians,  the  result  beinc:  that  lands  in 
Xorth  Carolina  and  Virginia  were  ceded 
to  those  States  At  the  battle  of  King's 
Mountain,  October  Ttb,  17>0,  Major 
Winston  and  his  men  from  Srirry^  and 
Wilkes  led  the  riglit  wine:  of  the  little 
army,  and  formed  ttie  north-eastern  sec- 
tion of  the  circle  that. closed  in,  crushed 
Ferguson  and  his  Ihdiish  trO(.‘ps,  and 
began  the  victory  which  was  eompieticl 
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at'Yorktown.  For  bis  s(3rYieeS' on  tliat 
day  the  Legislature  afterwards  presented 
him  with  a • sword.  Having’  defeated  a 
band  of  loyalists  in  a running  tight  in 
Febriiarv.  17S1.  he  took  pert  in  the  hat- 
tie  of  (ruiitbrd  (ioiirt  House  in  aiareli. 
l\[ajor  Ydnston  represented  ^urry  County 
in  tiie  State  Senate  for  three  terms,  and 
when  Stokes  County  was  farmed  became 
the  first  .Senator  from  that  county,  serv- 
ing five  times  between  ITfO  and  ISIS. 
In  .I7h3~'h5,  and  again  in  lSu3-H,  he 
was  a niember  of  Congress.  He  dieri 
near  Gerimintom  April  d.ist.  1S15.

lentil  the  Winstion  Court  House  could 
be  buiir.  the  Forsvth  Courts  rrere  held 
in  the  Concert  Hail  in  Salem,  the  church 
authorities  having  irTeix  their  permis- 
sion on  condition  that  no  shipping’  post 
should  be  j>ut  up  there.  The  appoint- 
meius  <;f  the  Hall  were  very  primitive, 
as  appears  irou\  an  order  to  the  SherilT 
to  'Met  out  to  the  lowest  bidder  on  Sat- 
urday next  the  furnishing:  of  sawdust, 
candles,  etc.,  for  tlie  Court  at  t!.ie  Town 
Hali  in  Salem,  at  so  much  per  CoriTif' 
but  it  answered  every  purpose  for  the 
time  being:. 

The  A-Ct  supplemental  lo  an  Act  to 
*livhiecth.e  'County  of  Stokes  into  two; dis- 
tinct Counties''  provided,  that  all  Jus- 
liens  of  the  . Peace  and  County  Officials

the  coiuities  in  winch  thev  lived,  the 
^aps  made  bj  this  division  to  be  filled  by 
appointment  of  the  Court  of  Pleas  and 
Quarter  Sessions  at  its  first  meeting, 
those  so  appoinred  to  hold  oiii.ee  until 
the  aniinal  eleeriom 

On  ilarch  19tln  1849,  sixteen  Gen- 
tlemen  Justices,  ap])oi!ited  and  commis- 
sioned by  the  (dovenior  of  the  Stated' 
met  in  the  Salem  Concen  Hail,  and  took 
the  several  oaths  of  otiice.  Tliey  then 
ehrcted  for  the  ensuing  year —

ford, 

County  Attorney— Thos.  J.  Wilson, 
Peirisrer  of  Deeds— F.  C.  .ivieinvmg.

Ail  ot  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  were

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minor  civil  and  criminal  cases,  but  tbe 
la^v  proviJi^d  iliuY  if  they  wished,  rite 
Justices  iuiirht  uunnallT  elect  a cliuirman 
and  several  members  mho  should  consti- 
tiue.a  special  Oourr,  hoidirm  the  Court 
of  Plea-  ami  Quarter  Sessions  on  the 
third  Monday  in  March,  June,  Septe.Ui'- 
her  and  December/ 

On  March  :20tri,  therefore,  the  Justices

The  Superior  Court  and  a i’ourr  of 
Eviuity  met  t -rioe  a vear,  on  the  second 
^[oaday  4tfter  the  tCurrh  Tionvlay  in 
March  and  Sepreiiihein  the  liist  Jiuine 
presiding  in  Forsvtli  beiny  John  M. 
Dick. 

The  tirst  case  of  any  interest  was  tried 
in  Uctc»ber,  1S50,  before  .)  ude’e  ilathias 
E.  Manly,  Adam  Crooks  and  Jesse  Mc- 
Bride !;cimr  irniicted  for  circiiiRtiiig  lit- 
erature inciting*  trie  negro  siaves  to 
rebellion . Crooks. was  t'uund  not  guilty'* 
iu  the  particular  instance  selected  for 
trial,  but  .McBride  was  sentenced  to  be 
hnpfisoned  one  year,  stand  in  the  pillory 
one  iiour,  and  receive  twenty  laslies.  He 
appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court,  giving 
bond  for  SJ’ MOO.OO,  and  ran  away  before 
gerriuLT  a ne,w  trial. 

In,  A[>riS,  i,ool,.i!ie  Su|>erior  Court 
was  held  In  tiie  new  Court  House  in 
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Winston,  Judp^e  J.  L.  Bailj  presiding. 
i>urit!ir  this  term  Eduiiind  Martin,  a free 
negro,  accused  of  stealing  a slave,  was 
conde^nned  to  death  ; but  having  ap- 
pealed to  the  Sii]irenie  Court,  lie  was 
granted  n new  trial,  and  was  acquitted. 

The  first  exeeution  ordered  bv  a For- 
svtli  Court  tooh  pqice  in  November,  1>52, 
when  Charles,  a slave,  the  property  of 
W.  J.  ]\I.cElroj,  was  hanged  for  imirder, 
having  been  convicted  in  October  of  that 
year. 

In  March,  1S50,  C.  L.  Banner  was 
elected  chairman  ot  the  Court  of  Ideas 
and  Quarter  Sessions. 

The  Minute  Docdvet  of  that  Court, 
under  date  of  December  16th,  lS50,<u:ui- 
tains  an  account  of  the  opening  of  tlie 
new  Court  House  : 

‘‘On  motion  it  was  resolved  that  the  Court 
adjourn  toTneet  again  at  1 o'clock  P,  M.  at  the 
new  Court  House,  the  tact  liaving  been  a^cer- 
tained  that  said  building  wa^^  in  sutlicient  state 
of  preparation  for  the  iSessioiisof  the  Court  to 
be  held  ' therein.’'-  ‘’Court  luet  agreeaLdy  to 
adjournment.  Present,  C.  L.  Baimer,  John 
Biituer,  Caleb  H,- Matthews,  H.  R.  Lehman. 
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After  the  singing:  of  a byiim,  the  Bev.  Miebael 
Doiib  delivered  a prayer  to  Almighty  God, 
that  ■whatever  might  be  transacted  within  the 
walls  of  this  building  might,  tend  to  the  prop- 
agation of  Justice,  and  the  promotion  of  mor- 
ality and  Religion.  On  motion  it  wa-s  ordered 
by  the  Court  that  miiiisters  of  tlie  Gospel  of 
all  respectable  denominations  be  permitted  to 
preach  in  the  Court  House;  and  that  the  per- 
son for  the  time  having  the  care  and  custody 
of  the  Court  House  is  hereby  directed  to  hand 
over  the  keys  to  any  one  caiiing  for  them  for 
the  purpose  aforesaid.  Provided,  however, 
that  the  license  shad  not  be  so  construed  as  to 
include  the  denoiid, nation  called  the  'True 
We.-leyarisd 

The  Court  House,  so  auspiciously 
opened,  was  a ttvo  story  brick  building, 
ddxdO  teet,  standing  with  its  gable  end 
fronting  the  south.  The  portico,  12  feet 
wide,  stretched  aercss  the  entire  front, 
the  roof  being  supported  by  four  large 
pillars,  each  30  feet  high.  In  the  vesti- 
bule, stairways  on  the  right  and  left  led 
to  the  second  floor,  tviiich  was  devoted 
to  the  Court  Room.  The  first  story  had 
a corridor  running  from  south  to  north, 
with  three  rooms  on  each  side,  the  north- 
west room  being  occupied  by  the  Clerk 
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of  the  Court,  while  the  Register  oi  Dee-u s • 
bad  die  north-east,  tiie  Sheriti  tio^  lidd- 
dle,  and  the  Grand  ' J urj  die  south-east ' 
room.'  This  left  .two.  vacant  rot-ro-. 
which  were  rented  as  lawTcrs'  oriices, 
unti"  the  -outh-west  one  was  takvn  thr

March  ITrh,  1851,  Court  ^‘  OT'ened 
and  held  at • the  Court  House  in  Wiru- 
ton,'-  and  payment  made  for  the  tempo- 
rary meeting  place  in  .Salem, 
being  allowed  for  tiie  Concert  Hal!.  aaJ 
$22.0.0  for  a Grand  Jiuy  Room  in  Mr. 
James  Hall's  house.  The  Sheriff  was 
ordered  to  ’'tprocure  a carpet  to  cover  the 
door  of  the  Court  .Room  on  the  most  rea- 
sonable terms,  said  carpet  wiihin  the 
Bar  to  be  Store  Carpet,  and  without  the 
Bar  home-made.*'  He  was  also  to  let 
the  keeping  of  the  Court  House  to  the 
lowest  bidder  on  Saturday  of  each  3Iareh 
Court,'’  the  contractor  to  see  that  the 
building  and  Square  were  kept  iu  good 
condition,,  rooms,  hail  and  stairs  dusted 
during  Court  week,  and  candles  and 
wood  furnished  when  needed.  The  keys 
were  left  .with  the  Clerk  of -the  County 
Court. 
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The  Court  of  Fleas  and  Quarter  Ses- 
siorii?  eontiiuied  tO'  iiieec.  uutii  the  up- 
heaval and  reconstruction  of  lS6f. -^vhen 
it  was  abolished  by  tlie  new  Constitu- 
the  n*overoment  of  county  aifairs 
beinn:  ve-ted  in.  the  Board  of  County 
Commissioners,  und  judieial  func- 
tions reverriny  to  tlie  Superior  Court. 

In  1^77  a Court  interior  to  the  Siipe- 
rior  Court  " was  established  in  Forsytlo 
for  the  trial  of  criminal  actions.  It  wnas 
held  by  three  men  chosen  by  the  Justices 
of  the  Peace  tVom  the  body  of  the  county, 
and  they,  in  their  turn,  elected  one  of 
their  n lumber  as  Presiding  J us t ice.  The 
Interior  Courts  continued  to  be  held 
until  iSS5,  wiien  they  were  abolished, 
ali  cases  being  transrerred  to  the  Supe- 
rior Courr. 


CHAPTER  IX. 


COCATY  MILITIA. 

The  breaking  out  of  tlie  Civil  War* 
and  the  reconstruction  following  tiiose 
troabied  years*  Ivroiuxii.!  various  other 
changes  into  the  county.  The  ri.rst  cf 
these  was  the  crumbHnu'  of  the  old  sys- 
tem of  County  ^[ilitia*  wiileii  had  t rigi- 
iially  been  a necessity  .fur  tlie  yrtucctiori' 
of  tlie  settlement,  but  liad  grown  weak 
and  to  nil  a 1 during  huiuy  years'  of  puiady 
nominal  service,  and  was  discarded  In 
the  face  of  acti  ve  v;arfarc. 

Tlie  Lords  Proprietors  of  Caroliua  saw 
the  needs  timt  might  arise  diiriiig  the 
early  years  of  that  provinee*  and  sec-ured 
provision  for  them  in  the  Charter  granted 
them  by  Clmries  I. 

" And  because  that  in  ^o  reiiiote  a coaiurv. 
and  ^eituate  amoior  o.>  many  barbaraiw  na- 
tlons^.aod  the  Invasions  as  well  of  salvages 
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of  other  eBemies,  pirates  and  robbers,  may 
pi;ot-.ibly  be  feared.  : therefore  \^e  have  given 
and  do  give  povaa*  unto  the  said  Eiiward,  Earl 
of  fdarenrion.  ere.,  by  tlnuiiseivev,  or  their 
Captains,  or  other  their  •orliee.rs,  to  levy,  mas- 
ter ana  train  a;!  sorts  of  men  cy  mhnt  (?oru'Ti- 
tioii  or  wheresoev  horn,  in  di.e  said  province 
for  the  time  heiriit,  and  make  war,  au!i  pursue 
the  enemitrs  aforesaid." 

The  Mi'itia  tvae  theridore  organized 
throughont  tlie  .colony,  new  ('umpanies 
ludng  tor  Filed  as  the  settlements  exttHHied, 
the  enrolhnent  including  ail  abie-bodied 
men  between  the  ages  ot*  iTgiiteen  and 
torry-iive.  It  did  e.uicionr  work  during 
the  trouble  with  riie  ladhuis,  and  in  the 
llevolutioiHirj  hVar  was.  the  main  defense 
of  North  tbirolhui  agninst  the  invasions 
of  Lorrl  Uorn Walds.,  her  regulars  having 
heeti  taken  prisoners  at-  the  fall  of 
Charleston.  More  than  b,000  of  the 
North  Carodna  Miiithi  were  sent  to  help 
tiu:  South  Curjlinians  in  tiieir  futile 
atrempt  to  beat  bardv  riie  indrish  troops: 
and  wheiK  fiushed  with  •co’Oj.uestv  Corn- 
waiUs  tliought  to  eru^h  North  Carolina 
also^  he  f mm.1  himself  in  a nest  of  hor- 
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nets/'  b<;irras-ed  hy  tlie  Militia,  who  tiiiio 
and  airain  ciii:  oti:'  portions  of  hi^  arn:r. 
until  the  disiHus/ioned  vieneral  was  iorce^i 
to  beat  a relreat. 

Most  nniortiinarely  the  army  rwr’sters 
do  not  contain  the  names  of  any  or  r’:.e 
volmiteer  troops  or  iliiida*  and  as  the 
latter  were  called  out  in  ■ detachineat-. 
usually  to  serve  a three  niontiis"  •'  tourf ‘ 
and  then  disband,  it  is  inip-ossible  to  fol- 
low with  accuracy  the  companies  raised 
in  any  locality, 

Tne  victory  at  lvina‘'s  MoiuWain  v-u- 
won  by  volunteers  from  amone  iha  Me- 
itia  of  the  western  part  of  the  State,  -•■n  f 
intu  this  battle  Major  Joseph 
led  a body  of  men  from  Surry  County, 
among  them  beiiur  Henry  Grieixer.  of  the 
Borrii-westeni  portion  of  what  is  now 
Forsyth..  No  doubt  tamily. tradition  pre- 
serves the  mimes  of  many  other  patriots 
who  share<l  in  that  tierce,  deci-ive 
engagetnent,  an<l  it  is  to  be  ho]>ed  that 
they  will  yet  i>e  placed  on  the  honor  rod. 
r>f  history.

foiNis  uf  the  a;2:ainst  CornwalHs, 

and.  about  the  middle  of  February,  under 
coinuiand  of  Den.  Andrevr  ■ Dickens, 
passed  throua*!'!  Salem  on  their  way.  to 
the  sliurt  but  lierce  eampaip:u  which  })fe- 
ceded  tiic  battle  of  Gaiitbrd  (’ourt  House, 
on  Mandi  15th,  17>1.  Pickens' 
coi'iuuuid  was  not  in  that  eima.treinenr, 
Dr  rbeir  rime  was  updaud  tiiey  had  di^- 
ininded  : but  oa  the  hath  uf  February, 
Maj.  Winston  j oined  Green's  army 
a detachment  of  loo  men,  and  'miiese 
ritiemen  of  Surry  were  the  very  last  to 
leave  the  tie  Id  I’  on  which  was  giceii  that 
fatal  wound  to  royal  authority  froui 
wliirh  it  lingered  and  lingering  died,  un 
the  lihli  day  of  October,  ITbld'  at  York- 
town. 

After  the  ilevoiutionary' . War,  the 
Htia  became  less  necessar}  brr  the  pro.- 
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teetion  of  the  conntrv,  but  the  ore;aTiiza- 
tion -vras  eontimied.  In  1S31  the  Sec- 
ond Hegixnent  of  Stokes  County  Militia 
was  eoinnuindeJ  ly  CoL  doscjdi  W, 
Winston,  son  of  Major  Joseph  Winston. 

The  followitig  year  it  committee  ot  five 
was  appointed  **  to  regulate  the  lines 
between  each  Captaiibs  coinpaTiT/'  and, 
later,  it  was  *M>rdered  by  the  Court  oiar-

tains’ Districts,  nine  in  number,  coaid 
luudly  be  considered  as  the  predecesso!'s 
of  the  tovvnships,  although  they  occupied 
to  some  extent  the  same  localities  as  the 
townships  which  were  formedbifter  the 
war.  They  were  simply  divisions  of  the 
humb  apportiorun/g  a iiumber.  offmen  to 
each.  'CaptaiTi’s  Company,  thh.  iines 
running  as  seemed  convOBient  along

roads,  bv  streams,  e.round  plantations 
and  down  lanes.  The  bouudaries  were 
freqnentlY  altered  and  new  districts 
tbrmed,  there  bein^  17  in  Jamiary,  1S62, 
with  about  1,635  men  enrolled. 

The  I.egisiatiire  of  iS-rS-~lS19  enacted 
that  all  men  between  35  and  45,  while 
remaining  liable  to  duty  in  ease,  of  war, 
might  secure  certiticates  freeing  them 
irom  diiils,  etc.,  in  times  of  peace.  There 
were  usually  tvco  (leneral  Musters  a year, 
tlie  first  being  i’l  April  or  IMay,  the  sec- 
ond in  October  or  November.  Soldiers 
were  fined  for  lion-attendance  by  their 
Company  Court  h[artials,  with  right  of 
appeal  to  the  Regimental  Court  Martial. 
The  Genera]  M asters  were  lield  in  Salem 
in  Ibol a 32  and  M4;  in  Germanton  in  1833 
and  ’35;  in  Salem  in  1836;  in  Bethabara 
from  lS3T-’43;  in  Libertt^  from  1844- 
'47  ; in  Salem  from  1848— dcfi  and  were 
remo.ved  r>erniaaently  to  Winston  in 
1851.  The  officers  of  each  company  were 
elected  annually,  all  the  companies  vot- 
iTpg  tbimhe  field  officers.

So  one  knew  what  stand  .the,  INorth 
would  take,  so,  Idr  the-  security  of  the

meni  such  forces  now  in  the  service  of  said 
States  (Confederate),  as'  may  be  tende redv ■ or 
who  may  Toluateer  by  eo.oseiit  of  their  >rate 
in  saeh  numbers  as  he  may  require,  for  any 
time  not  less  than  twelve  months  unless  sooner 
iliscliarged.'’ 

Aijain,  on  March,  bth.  in  order  to  pro-, 
vide  speedily  forces  to  repel  in vasiond' 
the  President  was  authorized  to  employ 
the  Militia,  and  ask  tor  and  accept  the 
services  of  any  number  of  volunteers,  net 
exeeediTig  l00p)0o. 

On  Mareli  dth,  Abrahaio  Liucohi  was 
inaugurated  President  of  tlie  l'’uited 
States,  and  on  April  loth,  lie  issued  a 
pruclaniatiori  calling  for  75,000  men  to 
suppress  combinations '■  in  the  seven 
seceding  vStates,  by  which  the  execution 
of  the  laws,  of  the  Ignited  States  were 
being  obstructed.  Six-  of  the  licrvler 
States  refined  this  demand  on  their  Mil- 
itia in  no  measured  terms,  (rover nor 
EH  is,  of  f7orth  Carolirui,  writin  g— 
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‘"Your  dbpii^tch  rei’eived,  and.  if  geimiiie, 
whieli  e^irraordioary  character  leads  me  to 
doubt,  I have  to  saf.  in  reply,  that  I regard 
tlie  levy  of  troops  made  by  the  Administration 
for  the  purpose  of  subjugating  the  . States  of 
the  South  as  in  violation  of  the  Constitution,- 
and  a asorpatiori  of  power.  I can  be  no  party 
to  this  wicked  T.iolatiori  of  the  laws  of  the 
country,  and  to  this avar  upon  the  iil>erties  of 
a free  people.  You  can  get  no  troops  from 
ZS^orth  Carolina.’' 

Two  days  after  the  appearance  of  the 
Proelamatioiu  Virginia  withdrew  from 
the  Union,  North  Carolina  followed  on 
tile  dlst  of  MaVj  and,  wiilx  Tennessee 
and  Arkansas,  joined  tiie  Confederate 
Stares. 

in  the  organization  of  the  army  it  was 
the  intention  that  tlie  troops  sent  by  the 
varioas  States  should  come  in  conipauies, 
or,  if  -uiiiciently  numerous,  in  regiments, . 
eornmaaded  by  their  own  officers,  the 
general  officers  to  be  appointed  by  the 
government.

On  Septeraber  27tii,  1802.  a call  was 
made  tor  all  men  between  35  and  45 
years  old,  and  February  lltb,  IS 34,  the 
age  limit  was  extended  to  17  and  5o,  the 
boys  trom  17  to  IS  eonstitnti?ig  tlie  Jun- 
ior lieserves,  and  men  from  45  to  50  the 
Senior  Heservespind  all  were  enlisted  'ufor 
the  vrar."  M"hile  the  earlier  volunteer 
was  ai)[e  to  join  any  company  . he  wished, 
if  he  had  a prefcreriee,  tiie  conscript  was 
sent  to  any  umimeat  from  his  State  that 
needed  reiiliingj  so  tliat  men  from  the 
same  town  might  be  serving  in  widely 
separated  fields. 

Meanwhile  President  Lincoln  hml

every  c-roirtcsy  In  his  ijoweiu  ^iipoiy  inc  it 
widi  sn:yar,  etc. 5 rr»>m  captiire*.’"  -o.u’o-, 
and  arranging  that  jIiu  Augustus  Fo^rlo. 
the  Seli.of’i's  Steward,,  should  Im  exempt 
from  military  duty  in  order  to  servo  the 
dauiihrers  of  the  South. 

A Aw  other  men  were  detailesi  to 
Superintend  the  work  io  the  Salem 
W oolen  11x11.  which  was  run  to  its  foil- 
est  capacity  to  furnish  the:  niueli  needed- 
‘‘‘ Confederate  Gray  *h for  . the  soldiers  in 
the  iieuL 
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Oil  March  20th,  1865,  ^loneman/ s Raid 
•Started  from  Ea-t  Tennessee.  Of  this 
and  two  similar  expeditions  sent  out 
about  the  same  time,  Gen,  Grant,  wrote  : 

‘'Thev  were  all  emiueurjy  sucetr^sful,  but

abie  prr'perty  'w.a s destroyed  and  many  lives 
Io?^r  at  a time  wVien  we  wcmld  have  liked  to

The  Memorabilia  of  rlie  Moravian 
Church  ibr  1 Sd5  also  ofves  an  account 
of  the  visit  of  ffeneral  Paoncr's  .Brijrade, 

''After  we  had  enjoyed  the  soiemo  meetinprs 
on  Pa’m  Sunday  we  were  yr^attly  startled  the 
next  day,.  April  lO.ch,  by  the  Intel liitenco  that 
the  same  part  of  the  Federal  army  looked  for 
on  the  Zrd  would  ]>ass  ihromth  Salern,  and 
iiideed  toward  evening  about  4 o'clock  they 
api»eared  all  at  once  in  our  nxidst.*' 

Scouts  hcK.I  been  sent  out  to  watch  for 
tiieir  approach,  and  when  the  Yankees 
saw  them  across  the  hills  there  was  a 
race  for  town,  in  the  course  of  which 
one  man  was  captured.  He  was  taken 
to  the  Federal  camp,  but  was  released 
next  morni  im-  - 

Before  we  could  realize  it.  .soldiers  were 
'•cun  at  c'-  cry  corner  ol  the  streets,  had  urkeo 
y \ "session  of  the  post-ofime,  and  secureti  our 
whole  town.  Some. of  oiir  ’rwethreo  had  gone 
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out  to  meet  Cten'l  Palmer,  the  Coinmander  of 
the  troops  eoiiiing  pur  way,  and  our  llayorj 
Bro.  Josh.  Boner,  addressed  him  personally. 
Wlien  eoiiimeiKiing  onr  town  and  community 
to  his  protection,  not  only  on  our  own  aeconat: 
but  also  on  aceouiic  of  our  large  lemaie  board- 
ing  school,  ihe  General  assured  him  that  no 
destruerion  of  any  kind  would  be  allowed,  and 
that  w'e  might  feel  perfectly  secure  frouiluirm 
during  their  stay  wirii  us,  Gen* I Palmer  estab- 
lished his  headquarters  in  the  house  oi-  our 
Bro.  Josh.  Boner.  In  very  great,  comparative, 
silence  about  PJ'OO  cavalry  passed  through  our 
town,  pitching  their  tents  on  the  high  groimd 
beyond  the  creek.  Had  it  not  been  ror.  toe 
noise  their  horses  and  swords  made  ii  would 
have  been  hardly  noticed  that  so  larg-ea  imm- 
ber  of --at  the  time— hostile  troops  were 
ing  through  our  streets.  Tlte  strictest  dlscip- 
line  W'US  euforeed,  guards  rode  up  and  ;iow'n 
every  street,  and.  very  few  indeed,  <mmpara“ 
tively,  were  the  violations  of  proper  and 
becoming  condo. ct  oil  the  pai.d  otGh.e  sokliersd’ 

Gtiards  were  also  stationed  at  all  the 
priheipal  buildings  in  rowD,  and  3lr. 
A ngiistus  Fogle,  the  Steward  of  Salem 
Female  Academ  vn  used,  to  enjoy,  relating 
his'.ex^u^riences  with  the  soldier  who  wa> 
put  in  charge  of  the  Academy;  Find  ing 
him  little  more  than  a bov  and  tired  out 
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from  his  lonir  inareh,  Mr.  Fogle  put  him 
to  bed,  where  lie  slept  sereneij  uoti!  ao 
otiicer  came  bj  and  excitedly  demanded 
his  whereabouts.  Being  ushered  into 
the  room,  the  ofiicor  uras  completely 
amazed,  and  exclaiming,  ^ A so'dier  in 
an  enem3^'s  coimtry  asleep  in  an  enemy' 
bed  I ''  jerked  the  yoinpg  fellow  to  t’ne 
door  and  ordered  him  uti  to  camp. 

Throughout  the  town  ‘'the  nighr  wras  iis 
quiet  as  any  other,  except  that  t’nere  was  a 
great  deal  of  riiiing  to  and  fro  in  Main  Street, 
and  some  of  us  coaid  not  divest  themselves  of 
apprehensions  that  they  and  tlieir  houses 
would  be  in  imminent  daisger  in  case  the  cot- 
foii  factories  in  tow'o  siiould  be  molested. 
Providentially  government  stores  w'ere  in  tovm 
in  considerable  abundance,  so  that  individuals 
Were  not  called  upon  to  furnish  anything 
except  bread  and  the  like,  for  winch  the  men 
xvould  generally  ask  poiiteiy  and  return  thanks 
in  the  same  manner.  No  outrages  of  any  kind 
(except  the  pressing  of  horses)  were  coininit- 
ted,  and  even  the  cotton  manufactories  w'ere 
spared  by  the  Federais,  Without  any  fault 
ou  tlie  p>art  of  their  ofHeers,  entrance  was 
efTe<-'ted  into  one  -of  these  establishments,  and 
a coasiderabie  damage  was  done.  During  the 
afrerriorm  of  the  lith  a large  number  of  the 
Federais  came  back  from  the  railroad,  whicb 
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the f had  tapped  in  several  places,  Ey  some 
mistake  they  ciinie  into  the  graveyard  avenue 
and  passed  through  the  graveyard  ami  part  c-f 
the  cemetery,  haviog  shifted  their  e ,'iuv>  to  a 
place  above  town,  bat  .passing  through  tbosa 
hallowed  grounds  ahiiost  all.  of  them  liis- 
raoiiiited  and  led  their  horses,  some  even  u?0' 
covered  their  heads.  Before  dark  they  had 
all  left,  through  Winston  t^> wards  the 

river,  and  though  other  soldiers,  said  to  be 
Ie>s  disciplined  tEan  Paimehs  Brigade,  have 
been  near  our  town,  they  were  not  permitted, 
to  enter  it.  Nevertheless  prudence  directed  a 
measure  of  precaution,  especially  against 
stra  gglers  from  Johnsro.iiVs  army,  and  for  some 
time  our  own  p;eople  Kept  watch  during  the 
night,  and  by  the  Lord's  kind  assistance  ail 
evil  was  averted. 

The  Confederate  armies  tinder  Lee.  having 
surrendered  [April  9lh,  ISOoj,  portions  of  theni 
passed  through  cur  town  every  day.  They 
were  of  course  x,mderT:o  discipline,  and  ren- 
dered watchful  care  necessary. 

On  the  20rh  of  April  a number  of  Coiifedtr- 
ates  made  their  appearance,  pretemliog  to  be 
in  search  of  goverrmient  cloth,  to  lind  which 
they  bad  intended  to  seareh’iodividuai  houses, 
.As  had  been -agreed  upon  the  different  bcdls 
were  at  once  rung,  and  in  a very  short  time  a 
by  no  means  incousiderabie  number  of  men, 
many  of  them  soldiers  themselves  who-  bad 
come  back  on  parole,  assembled  near  che 
son  are,  armed  as  well  as  circumstances  per- 
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mitted,  and  fully  determined  to  res»ist  the  en- 
trance into  private  hoti^^e^.  Our  nnbidden 
vkitors  soon  changed  their  language,  and 
withdrew  after  a short  time  without  offering 
any  molestation  at  all/’ 

Geoerai  Lee’s  sarrencler  was  soon  fol- 
lowed bv  the  eapimiation  of  the  other 
Soiuherii  armies.  Gen.  Johnston  sur- 
rendered on  April  26th,  and  on  May  1th 
Gen.  IMchard  Taylor,  who  vras  the  sen- 
ior Confederate  oliicer  east  of  the  Missis- 
sippi, surrendered  everything  in  his 
extensive  command,  and  on  May  2'6th 
Gen.  £.  Ixirby  Smith  did  tiie  same  for 
the  tra ns- Mississippi  department,  leav- 
ing no  armies  free  to  continue  the  war. 

Of  those  wlio  went  out  from  Forsyth 
into  the  struggle  the  writer  of  the  Mem- 
orabilia says  : 

‘‘As  the  Lord  our  God  thus  exercised  His 
gracious,  guardian  care  over  us  who  had  re- 
fnained  at  home,  our  numerous  brethren,  sons 
and  friends  who  were  away  from  us  were  also 
mercifally  protected  by  Him. 

*'Our  loved  ones  returned  one  after  the  otlieig 
and  when  we  consider  how  luy  oy'  of  them,  there 
were,  and  to  what  dan,^rers,  hardships  and  pri- 
vations they  were  ex|>osed,  and  how  wonder- 
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fully  they  were  taken  eare  of,  and  almost  ail  of 
th.em‘'‘aIlDweo  to  retom  to  the  bosom  ot  their 
famiiie-.  surely  we  must  exclaimed  with  one 
heart  and  one  voice:  ‘‘Bless  the  Lord,  O my 

soul,  and  forget  not  all  His  benehts!’’ 

Oi]  the  Idtli  of  May  tlie  lOih  lic-’f  i in  tin  i 
of  Ohio  Y^jhinleard  be^fan  a longer  stay 
ia  Winston  and  balem,  and  CoL  Samider- 
established  his  headquarters  in  the  house 
tlieu  .occupied  by  31  r.  Edward  Hege  and- 
BOW:. by  Dr.  4,  W.  Hunter.  They  left  the  ' 
town  on  July  13 tin  ar. a v‘  a it.ao  112*11  upon 
the  wliole  they  iutd  conducted  then 
tolerably  weii  as  a bodycstill  iirrlv  r>. cf'C': 
was  felt  at  their-  departure,  in  as  uimdi  a- 
it  had  appeared  very  plainly  tl'at  incir 
presence.,  was  any  tiling  but  nece-sary  or.  - 
pleasant,  and  their  in  oral  iiitiueiice  wn.s 
anything  but  benelieiaL'’ 

On  the  20tu  of  ilay  cWm.'.W.  Holden 
was  appointed  provisional  Governor  of 
North  Carolina,  to  hold  oinee  laitii  the 
loyal  peopit:  of  that.  State  .should  be 

a .bio  to  restore  it . ."Mo  its  constitutioTial 
. rvintioiis-  to  the  Federal  Govi-rninentd' 
whieli: restoration  was  not  accomplished 
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until  June  :?5th  186S>  when  Congress 
. passed  an  Act  receiving  the  State  once 
more  into  the  Union,  the  State  Legisla- 
ture having  ratilied  tlie  Fourteenth 
Amendment  to  rlie  ConstitutioM  oi  the 
United  States,  whereby  saiiVage  was 
extended  to  tlie  former  slaves. 

In  1860  the  100th  Anniversarv  of  the 
founding  of  Salem  was  ap])ropriateiy 
celebrated  in  the  Moravian  Chiu'ch,  by  a 
la»;ge  concourse  of  people.  Shortly  after 
tliis  testival  a stromr  movement  was 
inaugurated  to  proliibit  the  sale  of  intoxi- 
•■^mring  liquors  in  Salem.  An  ap].ieal  was 
made  to  the  Court  of  Pleas  and  Quarter 
Sessions,  who  agreed  not  reissue  turther 
license. if  tlie  vote  of  the  peo})le  showed 
that  to  be  tlieir  wish.  An  election  wms 
held  on  March  17th,  wdien  Si  votes  were 
ea^^r  in.  tavor  of  prohibition’'  within  the 
corporate  limits,  and  'A>nly  15  persons 
could  be  preveiiled  upon  to  vote  t fie  other 
wave’.  Proiiibitiotiwvas  therebsre  estal)- 
iislied  in  Salem,  and  iuis  been  the  rule 
eversiiiee. 
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.Durins:  the  war  there  liad  been  out- 
breaks of  Smail-pox  in  various  parts  of 
the  country,  but  Winston  and  Salem 
escaped  until  the  close  of  1366  when  there 
was  quire  an  epidemic-  in  Salem,  A 
piece  of  iiannel  cloth  had  been  sent  from 
Ivichmond  to  one  of  the  pupils  in  the 
Academy,  a few  davs  later  she  was  taken 
sick,  and  before  the  disease  was  recoj?- 
nizedit  had  been  comumnicated  to  a num- 
ber of  others.  In  those  days  the  facilities 
tor  a proper  qnarentiiie  were  not  available 
and  naturally  many  of  the  girls  were  ill, 
and  froH)  tlie  School  the  disease  spread 
into  the  town,  but  throughout  the  entire 
epidemic  not  a single  death  occurred. 


CHAPTER  XL 


TOWXSHIP  LIAES. 

.As  has  been  already  stated,  the  Court 
of  Pleas  and  Quarter  Sessions  was  abol- 
ished after  the  close  of  the  Civil  War, 
and  its  functions  (except  tlie  judicial^/ 
were  rraiicferred  to  a Board  of  County 
Commissio7iers.  Tiie  Mimue  Doehet  says 
of  tiie  first  meetino-  of  the  new  .Board. 

‘‘  Tiie  Coimnissioners  Elect  for  said  County 
met  at  the  Court  House  in  Winston  ou  Satur- 
day July  .estii  ISiiS,  when  the  hjllowing  persons 
presents  t>rtitie,ates  from  General  Ed w.  Canby 
commanding  second  Military  District,  that 
at  an  Election  held  in  and  for  the  Coanty  of 
Edwsyth  State  of  North  CaroHocr  on  the  21st 
22nd  A 23rd  days  of  April  lycs,  under  the  au- 
tliorlty  of  the  law  of  the  United  States  of 
March  2nd.  1867  " To'  piovide  for  the  more  effi- 
cient government  of  the  rebel  States,'  and  the 
la:ws  sutjplementary  thereto  a.ud  .ameridatb-rv 
thereof,  that  they  was  chosen  by  a majority  of 
the  Cfualiiied  voters  of  said  County  to  their 
respective  offices  as  folio W3  : 
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William  13.  Doiib.  County  Commispioner, 
qualified  as  such' by  J^iO.  P.  Vest,  United  States 
Commissioner,  by  taking  oath  prescribed  in 
section  4 article  G of  the  Constitution  of  the 
State  of  IN*.  C,  ami  in  accordance  with  an  Act 
of  the  General  Asseiably  of  N.  C.  ratified  July 
21st  1S68. 

Geo.  Y.  Fuip,  G.  H.  Renigar,  W.  A. 
Harper,  and  A«|nilia  Pitts  were  then 
qualified  as  County  Commissioners  by 
AT’m.  Doul);  and  Geo.  Fiilp  was  made 
chairman  of  the  Foard.  N.  S.  Cook, 
Roirister  of  X^eeds,  gave  his  borid  for 
810,000.00;  An  grist  ns  Fogle,  Coroner, 
gave  his  for  82xh;m).00;  R.  Lin  viile.  County 
Treasurer,  and  M/elasten,  Sheriff,  eacdi 
85pl00.00;  and  John  Ifiaekbiirix  Clerk  of 
Superior  Court  8 IG, 000.00. 

The  State  Legislature,  at  its  special 
session  in  ISfiS,  and.  its  winter  session 
1S6S-9,  provided  for  the  regular  tien* 
nial  election  of  five  nxm  as  a Board  of 
Commissioners  in  tiaeli  county*  defined 
the  powers  of  these  Boards,  and  made  it 

the  dutv  of  tlio  ComniissLoners  to  exer- 
cise a general  supervision  and  coTvtrol  of 
the  penal  and  charitable  institutions* 
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schools^  roads,  bridges,  levying  of  taxes, 
and  finances  of  tlie  county  ’’  as  should  be 
prescribed  by  law. 

Id  1ST6-7  tlie  Legislature  enacted  that, 
besrinning  wirli  tlie  ilonday  in  June, 
ISdl,  the  ehoosiiig  of  a Board  of  Com- 
missioners shoibd  be  entrusted  to  the 
Justices  of  riie  Peace  of  «aeh  courity,  vrho 
should  meet  and  elect  not  more  than 
three  or  less  than  iive  persons  to  serve 
in  that  capacity.  To  this  wuas  added 
the  proviso,  in  1S87,  that  no  Justice 
should  be  eligible  tor  ele<uion  as  County 
Commissioner. 

In  lc95  tlie  election  was  again  put 
into  the  hands  of  the  people  of  the  county, 
and  the  number  of  Commissioners  fixed 
at  three  : vvith  the  condition  that  if  at  any 
time  after  the  election  of  the  Commis- 
sioners as  inairy  as  five  electors  of  the 
eountj  should  make  aiiidavit  before  the 
Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  that  they 
verily  believed  that  the  business  of  the 
county,  if  left  entirely  in.  the  hands  of 
the  three  Ooimnissioners  elected  by  the 
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p e op  I e . o 11 1 d b e i m p r o p e r 1' j m a n a ixo  -i/' 
tlien  upon  the  petition  uf  200  elee'ur-  o-: 
the  countj  the  judge  of  tiie  di-trhir,  ur 
the  judge  ]> residing  ibereirp  v:;.s  to 
a;^p.:''hrit  two  citizens  of  a dider*“M. 
leal  party  froia  the  tiiree  alread;-'  «;• 
who  should  l>eeome  full  lu embers  of  rhe 
Board.'  At  the  ^ssion  oi  1S07  that  sou 
tioii  of  tlie  Act  which  'provified  for 
two  sucli  additional  CommiBsionei-s;  wro 
repealed. 

The  first  diitt’  laid  upon  the  County 
Coamdssioiiers  by  the  Coiistilntic  !i  of 
XorC'i  CaroUna,.- ttiid  tiie  Acts  •-.o'  '! 
was  the  divishni  of  their  respective 
ties  into  districts,  to  determiivo  the 
boundaries  of  said  Districts,  and  to  report 
the  same  to  tlie  General  Assembly  bof  : re 
the  1st  day  of  January.  lSt>9.  Wiiun 
this  should  be  done,  and  the  reports 
approved  by  the  <:.l enen.il  Assemoly  the 
districts,  were  ''  to  have  corporate  powers 
tV>r  the  ■llec■e;^sury  purposes  of  bu;ei  g-v- 
onimerit-.  and . be  knuwn  as  Tovsnslnp^G 

The  Comm i'HS toners  were  farther  em  ' 
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powered  to  erect,  divide  or  alter  Town- 
ship?.’’  either  by  the  consent  of  a certain 
Dumber  of  residents  of  the  townships 
rfieeted,  after  due  advertisement,  or  by 
action  of  tiie  Lesrislatiire.  The  latter 
metb.ua  b-jintt  the  easier,  has, been  the 
one  adopted  in  Forsyth. 

On  the  10th  of  April,  ISdO,  tiie 
.latnre  enacted — 

•*Tbat  the  Districts  reported  by  the  Com- 
missioners oi*  tlie  toi.Iowin.^  -counties,  of-  the 
State  to  the  present  session  of  tlie  General 
Assembly  are  hereby  approved,  & said  Dis- 
tricts, in  obedience  to  Art.  VII,,  sec.  3 A 4 of 
the  -Coiistirntion,  to- wit,  - ^ Forsyth,  * 

- sliall  Iiavv  corporate  powers  shall  be 
known  ns  Townships,  by  the  l;oundaries  and 
by  the  names  re^'pveiively  designated  in  said 
reports.'’ 

lir>  TI.  IL  .Tlorris,  tiie  County  Sur- 
veyor, spent  rwenty-tive  days  in  running 
the  line  ox  the  new  townships,  tor  which 
service  lie  received  S'ld.Oth  He  made  no 
map . of  the  (miuity,  but  in  ISSd  M.i\ 
Janies  T.  Lir)ebaek,  by  independent  sur- 
veys and  by  iiie  use  of  Atr,  Morris'  notes 
(which  bear  date  of  December  2Sth, 
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186S),  constnieted  a large  map,  a copy 
of  wiiicli  was  placed  in  tiie  office  of  the 
Register  of  Deeds, 

The  townships  did  not^  coincide  with 
the  Captairrs  Districts  of  an  earlier  day, 
but  worre  rectangular,  arranged  in  tfiree 
tiers  of  four  each, — Beleics-.  Creek. ' Salem 
Chapel.  Bethan  ia.  and  Old  Richmond  on 
the  north,  Ktrntrsvilie,  Middle.  Forky 
Old  Town,  and  Yiemna  next,  and 
Ahhotts  Creekj  B rooidbay . Sonih  Fvrkj 
and  Lewis cille  on  the  south. 

Where  Middle  Fork,  Old  Town,  Soum 
Fork  a n d D r 0 a d !>  ay  s Iko  1 Id  ii  a v e co  r n e r e d 
Winston  Township  wais  inserted,  the 
lines  corresponding  with  those  of  the 
Winston  and  Salem  Co.r])oration3  on  the 
north  and  west,  and  extending  eastward 
to  Abbotts  Creek  Township,  the  wesrerii 
line  of  that  township  being  identical 
with  the  original  Waeiiovia  survey. 

Between  Wienna  and  Old  Town.  Lewis- 
ville and  South  Fork,  the  i\Citddy  (Jreek- 
was  mrffie  the  bi'unidary,  elsowiiere  nat- 
ural features  were  not  regarded,  .Mr. . 
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Morris'  notes  show  that  it  was  the  origi- 
nal iiuention  to  let  the  Kernersville 
Township  line,  drop  back  a third  of  a 
mile  to  correspond  with  that  of  Belews 
Cret'k,  biu  k[r.  Taimback  tbniid  that 
when  the  line  was  actualir  run  it  was 
carried  with  the  Abbotts  Creek  line  and 
Wachovia  survey  to  Belews  Creek  Town- 
ship, tiie  oifset  being  made  at  that 
corner. 

Belews  Creek,  Salem  Chapel,  Ker- 
n ers vilie,  Abbotts  Creek  and  Lewisville 
Tsovnships  veuiain  nncdianned  ; the  <jth- 
er^  have  been  more  or  less  altered. 

On  "March  11th,  IbSb,  Forsyth  County 
wa-  enlarged,  and  a new  township,  Clem- 
monseiile.  was  ibrmed  from  the  annexed 
portion.  The  land  was  taken  from  the 
adjoining  county  of  Davidson,  lying 
south  of  Forsyth,  and  the  Act  of  the 
Assembly  provided — - 

"Thar  trom  ami  after  the  ratiiicatioti  of  this 
Act.  'ail  thiii  part  or  Davidson  County  iylog. 
north,  northwest,  a ml  west  of  al-iiie  starting- 
at  a point  know  a-  as  the  plow- handle  cor- 
ner. ""  ^ and  running  west  south  3 
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miles  to  a point  on  the  Yadkin  Idiver  at  or 
below  the  nioiitli  of  Dour  hit's  branch.  sba.U 
be  annexed  to  Forsyth  eoniity.” 

The  Winston  Township,  lines  hace 
been  altered  several  times,  eliiedy  to  cor- 
respond with  ehaimes  in  the  corporation 
limits  of  Winston  and  Salem.  Ol^  tiiese 
Salem  was  the  first  to  be  ineor])Grcited, 
the  General  Assembly  of  IS 56-7  iixiim 
the  limit  on  the  north  at  the  Court 
House  Tract,  on  the  soutii  at  theuliddle 
Fork  of  klnddy  Creek,  and  east  and  west 
one-half  mile  from  the  centre  of  Main 
Street. 

Winston'  was  i’ncor]>oratecl  in  loop, 
being'  bounded  as  follows : On  the 

south  by  the  town  of  Salem  : on  the  nurth 
bj  a line  one  ionrth  of  a mile  distant 
from  and  parallel  wdt!i  the  northern  line" 
of  the  present  town  of  Winston  or  Court 
House  Tract  ; on  the  west  by  a line  run- 
ning parallel  with,  thm  streets  of  Wins- 
toT!,  and  1.27S  feet  from  the  centre  of 
the  Court  House  panel  on,  the  east  by  h 
line  riHiidng.  parallel  widi  the  western 
boundaiw  and  one-half  of  a mile  distant 
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tberefroin.’'  These  were  the  lines  around 
Salem  and  Wia>roo  at  the  time  that  the 
townsliips  were  surveyed. 

iht  the  session  of  1S76~77  the  Winston 
Charter  was  revised,  and  the  boiiiidaries 
widened  out,  so  tliat  they  beiran  “ at  the 
northeast  curner  oi  the  corporate  bound- 
aries of  the. town  of  Salem  and  southeast 
corner  of  the  town  ofWinston.  thence 
ninning  north  S0“'  east  SO  , ptd.es,  thence 
north  parallel  with  the  Winston  lineSda 
poles,  thence  west  one  and  one-halt' miles 
or  4S0  poles,  tlience  south  parallel  with 
the  western  boundary  of  Winston  345 
poles  inore  or  less  to  a "point-  south  S(w 
west  of  the  north  west  corner  of  the  town 
of  Salem,  thence  north  SO^  east  50  pvoles 
to  said  north-west  corner  of  Saienp  thence 
north  SO^  east  along  the  boniulary  line 
of  Salem  and  Winston  to  the' beginning/' 
Tiiis  made’ Winston  fully  four  times  as 
large  as  formerly,  and  considerably  in- 
creased-the  territory  of  the  township. . 

In  Salem  evrended  her . limits 

westwardly,  runiurm:  with  tlie  Winston 
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Corporation  line  500  feet’’  from  the 
..north-Trest  corner  of  the  town  of  Salem* 
•"thence  southwardly  and  parallel  with 
the  present  , westenr  boundary  of  Sale!u 
to  the  north  side  of  the  old  Paper  ILi!!- 
road  at  the  south  boundary  of  Lirieback’s 
orcliard,  tlience  along  the  north  side  of 
the  old  Paper  oJjII  road  in  an  eastwardly 
direction  until  it  met  the  old  line.  Still 
further  advance  was  made  toward  the 
west  in  ISlll,  the  line  beginning  at  the 
Winston  corner,  three-quarters  of  a mile 
from  the  centre  of  Main  Street,  and  run- 
niTig.  south  east  one  mile,  then  north 
Slt^  east  one-quarter  of  a mile,  thence 
south.  9^  east  to  Midxile  Fork  Creek. 
Both  of  these  changes  involved  an  alter- 
ation in  the  township  line,  and  the  sec- 
ond is  the  present  line  of  the  Salem  Cor- 
poration and  that  part  of  the  Winston 
Townsliip. 

The  Le^risiature  mf  1S95  changed  the. 
bouiuhir  v lines  of  Winston,  Middle  Fork 
and  Broadbay  Townships,  enaetiim*  that* 
'"That  part'  of  • W I us  ton  To.wnship  lying 
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sonth  and  ea^t  of  21iddle  Fork  Creek,  and 
known  as  The  ‘pan-baud!e,*  and  that  part  of 
Middle  Fork  Township  lying  north  [south] 
and  east  of  Middle  Fork  Creek,  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  nia.de  a part  of  Broadba.y 
Township  ; and  that  part  of  WliiSton  Towu- 
shi]>  lying  north  of  Middle  Fork  Creek  and 
east  of  Brushy  Fork,  be  and  the  same  is  herety 
made  a pan  of  Middle  Fork  Town-hip.'* 

This  made  Middle  I^ork  the  soarhern, 
and  Brushy  Fork  and  the  IViriston  line 
tile  eastern  boundary  of  M^inston  Town- 
ship, the  northern  line  remaining  as  be^ 
fore  as  tar  as-Bnishy  Fork. 

The  present  boundary  Ymst  of  Wins- 
ton  was  tixcd  in  1S97,  when  the  line  rmi- 
Tiiiig  1\ . S9"  \\  . along  the  old  eorpura- 
tion  liner'  was  stopped  at  tlie  east  side 
ot  the  Old  Town  road,  proceeding  thence 
in  a southerly  direction  along  the  east 
side  of  said  road  to  Peters’  Creek,  thence 
in  a southwesterly  direction  down  Peters' 
Creek  to  tim  north  side  of  tiie  Shallow- 
ford  road  to  the  p^siiit  at  which  the  road 
forks  7 the  nortli  fork  running  to  IFins- 
tOTu  and  tlie  eoiirh  fork  to  Salem),  thence 
in  a sontheusterly  direction  to  the  north- 
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west  corner  of  the  Salem  Gorporation/' 
The  portion  of  W ins  to  rr  Township  left 
ont  to  the  nortb-west  was  given  to  Old 
Town  Township,  and  the  included  part 
of  South  Fork  was  added,  to  Winston. 

In  1S95  a new  township  was  created 
in  Forsyth.  Bediania  Township  received 
the  name  of  IlalL  and  a new 

township,  to  be  called  Bethanicu  was 
placed  at  the  point  of  meetinct  of  Olo 
liiclunond,  Vienna,  Enral  Hall,  and 
Old  To  wot  ■ It  extends  ‘'.two  and  a half 
miles  north,  south,  east,  and  west  iVoni 
the  town  of  Bethaniad’  the  east  and  west 
corners  of  the  square  falling  on  t!ie  line 
between  Old  Eiehioond  and,  Vienna,, 
iiural  flail  and  Old  Town.  It  was  prob- 
ably the  Intentio!)  that  the  north  corner 
should  fall  on  the  hoimdary  between 
Old  lUcbmond  and  Rural  Hall,  but  udieii 
surveyed  it  came  a short  distance  to  the 
east. 

At  the  present  time,  therefere,  For- 
syth County  contains  .fifteen  to-wnshipsv 
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POESYTH  COURT  HOUSE. 

On  the  9th  of  Xovembein  1895,  the 
Comity  Commissioiiers~M.  D.  Bailey, 
R.  S.  Linville>  anJ  E.  W,  Hauser — ’took 
np  a subject  whicli  had  been  attrcicting 
the  attentiou  of  Judges  and  Grand 
Juries  for  five  years  past,  munelVv  the 
building  of  a new  Court  Hou^e  for  For- 
syth County,  the  old  one  having  become 
totaily  ininiequate  fur  the  .purposes  for 
which  it  was  designed. 

It  was  determined  to  build  the  new 
house  on  the  site  of  the  old  one,  at  a cost 
of  s50,tt()o.00,  which  wnis  later  increased 
to  S55o)OO.t^o.  Frank  P.  Hfiiburn  was 
accepted  as  architect,  and  tiie  contract 
^for  eonstriietfon  was  given  to  L.  P.  II a- 
zeii  .A  Co.- 

It  was  tlm  original  intention  to  cover 
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this  proposed  cost  by  Hotes  payabSe  in 
three,  four,  and  rive  years,  secured  bv  a 
iHortnaae  on  the  Court  House  lot,  but 
this  was  o:iven  up,  and  one  hundred  and 
ten  Bonds  were  issued  to  run 

rive,  ten,  and  tifteeii  years. 

In  .February,  the  old  Court 

House  was  torn  .^.iown,  the  lieixister  of 
Deeds  and  Clerk  of  the  Cuurt  muvine* 
their  offices,  into  the  Jacobs  buildinir, 
and  the  Sheriff  into  the  Mon.tag'iie  build- 
ing on  Main  Street,  Court  was  held  in 
the  Armory,  and  the  County  Cominis- 
sioner^  met  in  the  office  of  the  llegister 
v{  Deeds  while  t!ie  Imihlinir  was  noing 
on,  and  on  the  11th'  of  January,  lebT, 
the  new  Court  House  was  declared  iin- 
ishod.  and  ready  f>r  use. 

Standing ■ on  a slight  eniinenca  in  the 
heart  of  a busy  little  city,  this  handsome 
sirueture  of  nranite,  butf  l>rlck  . and 
bro.wnstoiie  is  'as  great  a contrast  to  the 
mo^lcsr  building  .whose  place  it  tujok  as 

rlie  present  county  seat, ; with  irs  undc- 
spread  siibarbs,  lo  tiw  three  streers.  and' 
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haiidiTii  of  houses  of  the  county  town 
of  184:9,  and  ooth  speak  eloquently  of 
the  great  strides,  that.  Forsyth  Ooniitj 
Iras  made  during  the  fifty  jmars  of  her 
exktence.
